FRANCE 
GIVING WAY 
GERMANY

PARIS, Jan. 1.—The undisguised 
moral pressure which both the 
United States and England have 
brought to bear on France on the 
eve of the inter-Allied conference, 
which opens at 2 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon, has left France un- 
changed in her determination to 
be firm with Germany. 

The conferees are assembling to- 
day in Paria, the British delegation 
being at the Hote! Crillon and with 
the exception of the shaggy head of 
Lioyd George being replaced by the 
quiet dignity of Premier Bonar 
Law, the conference activity ap- 
pears much like any one of the oth- 
er twenty-nine solemn assemblies 
of the past. 

CURZON APPEARS

The latter wrote the follow- 
ing note: 

“The emperor told the general 
that he had promised Emperor 
Francis Joseph to stand behind 
him with the power of Germany 
if complications resulted from the 
measures contemplated by Austria- 
Hungary against Serbia. As for 
me. who acted in place of Gen. 
Von Moltke in all matters pertain- 
ing.to war, I had nothing to do 
after the audience of Gen. Von 
Bertrab at Potsdam. My work 
with regard to mobilization, in ac- 
cordance with plans had 
come to a close on May 31, 1914. 


The army was ready, as it al- 
ways was.” (Origins of the War, 
193. Poincare.) 


f this was not a council, what 
then was this lot of interviews? 

And if things were so cleverly 
managed in order to avoid letting 
what was under preparation get 
noised abroad that no formal meet- 
ing was held from July 4 onward, 
does not what occurred suffice for 
the moral judgment of history? A 
conference between the men re- 
sponsible for these successive 
meetings took place. In order to 
talk about what? We have just 
shown what it was. , 

COULD NOT REST 

After that the Emperor was at 
liberty to depart on his journey; 
he could make a pretense of rest- 
ing amid the blue fjords of Nor- 
way. All was being got ready; 
and when he returned, on July 26, 
what M. Cambon called the “Gen- 
eral Warning” (“le garde a vous 
general; Yellow Book, No, 15) 
had already been sounded. This 
was the preliminary order of mob- 
iligation sent “to those places 
which should receive it in such a 
case.” And on what day was this 
notice given? On July 21! 

Herr von Jagow likewise prob- 
ably knew nothing of what was 
going on. Having rerurned to his 
post, he kept on our trail during 
our journey to Russia, co-oper- 
ating with the police. Here is the 
dispatch (not pwblished by him 
in the 1914 White Paper) aad 
published in the 1919 White Pa- 
per. which he sent to Vienna: 

“T have asked Count Pourtales 
(German Ambassador at St Pe- 
tersaburg) for the program of 
Poincare’s visit. He has informed 
me that the President will leave 
Cr sastadt Thursday at 11 o'clock, 
wrich means at 9:30 o'clock Cen- 
tral European time. If action is 
taken at igrade tomorrow at 6 
o'clock it will become known at 
St. Petersburg. while Poincare is 
there.” To this dispatch the Ger- 
man Ambassador at Vienna replied 
on the 28rd: 

“The imperial and Rouwal (Aus- 
trian) government thanks you for 
your information. The Minister 
has been asked to delay delivery 
one hour.” (Kautsky German 
Document, 93, 96, 112, 127.) 

IGNORANT OF SUBSTANCE 

Undoubtediy the bead of the 
German Foreign Office was igno- 
rant of the substance of the ulti- 
matum, yet he advised delaying 
the time of ite delivery in order 
that the news of it might not find 


the Allies together at St. Peters- 
burg. And he, whe telegraphed 


“The note, so far as has been 
learned up to now, is said to con- 
tain the following demands: 

“(1.) A proclamation from the 
King of Serbia which shall state 
that the Serbian government is en- 
tirely innocent of the Pan-Serb agi- 
tation, and disapproves of it. 

“(2.) The opening of an investi- 
gation against those implicated in 
the Sarajevo affair and the partici- 
pation of an Austrian official in this 
investigation. 

“For the of this de- 
mand it is eaid that a time limit of 
forty-eight hours will be granted. 
It is. evident that Serbia cannot ac- 
cept such conditions, which are in- 
compatible with her dignity as an 
independent state. Therefore, the 
consequence will be war. 

[Signed “SCHOEN.” 

It must be borne in mind that 
this report was much longer, but 
that the remainder has no bearing 
on the matter now in question. 
Moreover, it has already been made 
public and discussed. 

As to Count Lerchenfeld, the Ba- 
varian representative at Berlin, he 
wrote under date of Dec. 9, 1914, to 
the Bavarian government to tell] it 
“how it might lie and how it should 
lie.”"—~(The expression used by the 
lawyer, Dr. Lowenheld, when he 
delivered the letter of Schoen to 
the President of the Munich Tri- 
bunal, in order that it might be 
read at the session of April 28, 
1922.) 

“Royal Bavarian Legation. 
Berlin, Dea 8, 1914 
“My Very Honorable Friend: 

“The French Yellow Book is not 

yet here, but the newspapers have 


already brought out extracts from | 


it. The one of Le Matin speaks 
about a conversation between Your 
Excellency andthe French Charge 
4’ Affaires, M. Allize, which has al- 
ready been mentioned also in the 
German newspapers. According to 
the extract of le Matin, Your 
Excellency is quoted as gaying to 
M. Allize that the Austrian ulti- 
matum was known to you. Accord- 
ing to the Berliner Tageblatt, you 
expressed yourself thus: ‘That the 
ultimatum was known to you in its 
principal points and that you con- 
sidesed the situation serious.’ 


PRETEND SURPRISE 

“Now I know, from the dossiers, 
thet Your Excellency had knowl- 
edge of the essential contents of 
the Austrian note of ultimatum 
through the report of the then 
Charge d'Affaires, Herr Von 
Schoen, dated July 10 of the cur- 
rent year, No. 386. 

“In his report Herr Von Schoen 
stated that Germany will pretend 
to have been as much surprised 
by the Austrian action as were al! 
the other powers.. It goes with- 
out saying that it is necessary to 
stick to this, and that it is nec- 
essary to deny, come what may, 
that Your Excellency had know)l- 
edge of the contents of the ultima- 
tum before ite delivery. Now, as 
Le Matin says, it cannot be main- 
tained that what was known at 
Munich was not known at Berlin. 
. . Dentale must be made to 
foreign countries, come what may 
. . +» But Your Excellency will 
best judge about this yourself, and 
I beg that my proposals may be 
imputed solely to my laudable in- 
tention to have the matter ban- 
ished out of sight without leaving 
a trace, in so far as this le pos- 
sible. I also wish to make this 
observation: doubtless steps will 
be taken to have a correction pub- 
lished itn the Bavarian Gazette. 
Perhaps Your Excellency will send 
me, along with your answer to 
this letter, the outline of such a 
statement in order that I may take 
it up with the Foreiga ce.

BENSON CONVINCED 

“Admiral Benson is convinced 
that the Diesel engine is by far the 
most economical and efficient 
method of vessel propulsion,” said 
Mr. Remeburg, “and he has 
evolved a progressive plan of con- 
version whereby purchasers of 
Government tonnage will assist in 
this change from steam to oil.” 

Mr. Remaberg explained that the 
Shipping Board wil! sell its ton- 
mage at bare hull prices with the 
Provision that the purchaser shall 
convert the craft to motorships be- 
fore placing them in operation. By 
this plan from $5 to $20 per dead- 
weight ton is cut from the pur 
chase price, permitting ship oper- 
ators to secure modern motor- 
ships at low cost. The shipping 
board also will aid the purchaser 
in the conversion of the vessela.
